In the instant case, for example, invention of Group I, which is a 
method of operating a gas turbine engine, has separate utility such as reducing pressure. The 
invention in Group II, which is a method, has a separate utility such as ascertains the amount of 
airflow across a seal. Another example would be the invention of Group VI, which is an 
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apparatus comprising means for tapping pressurized air from a compressor, has a separate utility 
within a gas turbine engine. The invention in Group VII, which is a method and apparatus of 
operating an oil sump, has separate utility within a gas turbine engine. The other Groups pertain 
to the same concept.

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
